Equalization Basin Process Continues

At the August 27th Huron 
Township Board meeting, 
Supervisor Mitchell brought 
the retention basin issue back 
to the table for discussion and 
action. 

In prior issues, we have 
reported the DEQ is forcing 
the members of the sewer 
authority to build a retention 
basin to ease the discharge 
into Lake Erie. We have re- 
ported the DEQ has threat- 
ened to build the project and 
that could mean increased 
costs. 
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The supervisor advised that 
five communities were on 
board (Brownstown, Gibral- 
tar, Huron, South Rockwood 
and Van Buren). He advised 
two communities have yet to 
agree and stated they were 
Flat Rock and Woodhaven. 

He stated “we” needed to 
move forward by approving a 
resolution to be signed by all 
the members. The resolution 
asked for Huron Township 
concurrence to the allocation 
formula of 14.8% at a bid 
price of $14,100,000. The 
supervisor went on to repeat 
the recent bid resulted in a 
savings below the anticipated 
costs. 

Trustee O’Kelley stated he 
had no real problem with the 
resolution and felt that while 
it was a formality, it was im- 
portant to proceed with ac- 
cepting the resolution. He 
again urged the Board to for- 
mally approve the method in 
which the Township would 
pay for their share. 

The supervisor seemed 
agreeable to this and the 


Board seemed prepared to act 


when Treasurer Skrzycki 
began to ask a series of ques- 
tions and make comments. 
He had missed the prior 
Board meeting and many of 
his questions and comments 
had been addressed at that 
time. However, the Board 
members allowed him to 
readdress the issue. 

He asked the supervisor 
what actually he (the supervi- 
sor) was asking for them to 
do? He stated he thought the 
Board had already acted on 
the issue. The Supervisor and 
Kent Early, the Township 
engineer, explained it was a 
resolution regarding accept- 
ance of the costs and what 
our share was. 

Trustee O’Kelley interject- 
ed it should be the same 
resolution provided to the 
Board several meetings ago 
except for the figures. 

The treasurer then asked 
how other communities were 
paying their obligation. The 
supervisor did not give him a 
direct answer but said it 
would be either by parcel or 
by the users. He went on to 


say that in Huron Township 
each user would pay about 
$60 per year. He added if the 
process did not move forward 
the project would cost con- 
siderably more. He said the 
current projected costs were 
based on a favorable 2-1/2% 
interest rate. 

The treasurer then asked 
the township attorney about 
the implications of the “Bolt 
Case” as it applied to the pro- 
posed funding method. The 
attorney advised that it did 
not apply because only the 
users would be paying the 
costs. 

He then asked what would 
happen when additional users 
got on line. The attorney and 
the supervisor told him the 
costs would be pro rated 
downward. He also asked 
how many users there were in 
the township and he was told 
about 2200. In response he 
said then the costs would not 
be $60 a year but double that. 
Several board members 
quickly reminded him the 
$60 was based on the total 
number of users and not 


based on all the residents in 
the township. 

Eventually the resolution 
was passed and the Board 
went on to the task of passing 
a motion to fund the pro- 
gram. Trustee O’Kelley made 
a motion to pass the charge 
on to the sewer users and to 
review the rate every year 
prior to July Ist. He added 
the charge would be spread 
out on the quarterly sewer 
bill. 

The treasurer then asked 
why we would want to con- 
sider the funding method 
when two other communities 
had not agreed to the pro- 
gram. He suggested they wait 
until all members were on 
board. Apparently frustrated, 
O’Kelley said he was willing 
to withdraw the motion and 
wait until later. 

However, Trustee Adkins 
said the people have a right to 
know how the program was 
going to be paid for. This 
seemed to sum up the senti- 
ment of the remainder of the 
Board and the motion passed 
unanimously.
